From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ottawa, April S. — The government of 
Japan cannot understand the delay of 
the Dominion government in dealing 
with the anti- Japanese legislation passed 
by the British Columbia legislature last 
year. Advice received to-day states that 
for tlic third time Mr. Kato, ambassador 
for Japan in England,' has protested 
against this legislation. This protest, it 
is expected, will be effective, especially 
in view Of the position which the Do- 
minion government has taken. Only 
two months remain in which the Cana- 
dian authorities can take action, as the 
time limit for disallowance expires in 
June. It is reported that a communica- 
tion lias been sent from Ottawa to the 
Imperial government, intimating that if 
it be the wish of the home authorities 
that the obnoxious legislation should be 
disallowed for state reasons, the Do- 
minion authorities will accede to Mr. 
Chamberlain's wish. In view of the 
pressure of Mr. Kato, and especially of 
Mr. Chamberlain's well-known desire to 
have a friendly understanding with 
Japan, one can readily surmise what the 
answer of the colonial secretary will be. 
An early announcement, therefore, that 
the British Columbia acts have been 
vetoed may be looked for. 

Protection for Lumber. 

An influential deputation of lumbermen 
interviewed the government to-day to 
urge the imposition of a duty of $2 per 
thousand on American lumber, also a 
duty 011 laths and shingles. They said 
they were in favor of reciprocity, but did 
not believe in operating at a disadvan- 
tage and in giving our market to the 
Americans. Premier Laurier admitted 
that the deputation had presented a very 
strong case, but said the farmers would 
have to be heard from. The government 
would consider the representations of 
both sides and then reach a conclusion. 
J. D. Gordon, J. O. McLagan and Theo- 
dore Ludgate were present representing 
British Columbia. 

Mull Service Illustrated. 

Word has been received that two out 
of the three Indians who, in company 
with one Henderson, lie under sentence 
Of death at Dawson City for murder, 
died before the recent decision of the 
Governor-in-Couneil reached there, and 
that in consequence of the late arrival 
of tin's decision, a further respite to the 
survivors has had to be ordered by Judge 
Dugns until early in August. 

Notes. 

The revenue for March shows 11 de- 
crease of $108,000, while the expenditure 
is increased by $131,000. 

Medals of the veterans of 1S6O70 are 
not likely to arrive before June.

Scourge of Alaskan and Cuban 
Camps Afflicts Troops 
in Egypt. 



The Britishers Hitherto Immune 
Because of Their Sani- 
tary Precautions. 



By Associated Press. 

Loudon, April 8.— In view of the 
cabled reports that many of the Ameri- 
can soldiers from Cuba have beeu at- 
tacked by cerebro spinal meningitis, a 
representative of the Associated Press 
saw the medical authorities of the war 
office with reference to the despatches. 
The Daily Telegraph asserts that all the 
Anglo-Egyptian troops have been order- 
ed from Omdurman, owing to the per- 
sistence of cerebro spinal meningitis due 
to the former unsanitary condition of the 
town. Surgeon Major Muir, who has 
just returned from the Soudan, says: 

"The position there is extremely seri- 
ous. We hud this trouble from the first 
with the Egyptian troops, but the Brit- 
ish soldiers did not suffer, because they 
were surrounded by the utmost precau- 
tions. The disease is due to unsanitary 
conditions which prevailed in the case of 
the hastily organized Cuban camp. Our 
campuign on the Upper Nile was planned 
with time in our favor and thus the best 
sanitary arrangements could be made 
for the British soldiers who escaped." 



DYNAMITE AND A FOOL. 



Indiana Farmer Puts It Under 
Stove and Kills His 
Family.

Yecdersburg, Iud., April 8.— The # wife 
and daughter of John Carrington, far- 
mer, living about eight miles east of 
here, were killed by a dynamite explo- 
sion which wrecked their home. 

Carrington placed 7~» pounds of dyna- 
mite under the stove to thaw it, and then 
went out to prepare to use the explosive. 
It exploded before bis return and blew 
the house into ruins. 



TO BE FRIENDS AGAIN. 

Tinted States and Spain Will Next 
Week Resume Friendly Relations. 

Washington, April 8.— The exchange of 
ratifications of the treaty of peace be- 
tween Spain and the United States sign- 
ed at Paris, will probably take place in 
this city next week and that ceremony 
will be followed by a proclamation by 
President McKinley officially announcing 
the close of the war with Spain and 
the resumption of friendly relations, com- 
mercial and otherwise between the two 
countries. 

The Spanish copy of the treaty, which 
was signed by the Queen Regent on 
March 17, is expected to reach here on 
Monday and the arrangement of the 
formalities attending the exchange of 
ratifications will be promptly perfected. 
The exchange of ratifications will be fol- 
lowed promptly by the payment of $20,- 
000.000 to the Spanish government on 
account: of the cession of the Philip- 
pine islands to the United States.

New York, April 8. — Before the Mazet 
investigation committee to-day William 
Archer, of Dawson & Archer, builders 
of this city, was examined. His testi- 
mony went to show that hist year ap- 
proval could not be obtained from the 
building department for buildings erected 
on the Roebliug lire-proof system. On 
ross-examination Mr. Moss brought, out 
the fact that James W. Hinckley, former 
hainnun of the Democratic state com- 
mittee, and Mr. Croker had joined the 
Roebliug company this year. The wit- 
ses that followed represented differ- 
ent fire-proof construction companies. 
They were unanimous in testifying to 
the fact that nothing but the Roebliug 
tern would " go " now, and some o£ 
tiiem had been practically driven out oi 
business by the exactions and demands 
made upon them by officials. 

General Manager Himmel Wright, of 
the Roebliug Construction Co., testified 
that Frank Croker, a nephew of Richard 
Croker, was one of the chief stockholders 
in his company, and that Deputy Assist- 
ant District Attorney McCaun, who is 
also a nephew of Croker's, had been emr 
ployed by the Roebliug company as coun- 
sel to appear before the building code 
commission to get such regulations 
framed as would enable the Roebliug 
ouipauy to do business. McCaun was 
paid $5,000 or $10,000. Mr. Himmel 
Wright had also suggested to other con- 
struction companies that they employ 
McCann in a similar capacity. 

Blackmail on Huge Scale. 
Morrill Watson, of the Tspanded Metal' 
company, was the next witness. He 
said: " Mr. McCaun told me the scheme 
of a new law it was proposed to get 
adopted by the building department, and 
asked if my company desired to be recog- 
nized in the specifications of the depart- 
ment. I asked him what would be the 
cost, and he asked me what I should 
consider right. I told him I was not 
fixing another man's compensation, and 
repeated my former question. 

" Mr. McCann said that the proposed 
by-law would grade the different systems 
according to the heights of the buildings 
—that is. tli Jit a system could be in' the 
100-foot class or a lower or higher class. 
The fee would be according to the meas- 
ure of success obtained. In a 100-foot 
building it would be $10,000 and graded 
so on. 

"It is practically no use for your com- 
pany to attempt lire-proof construction, 
: the city of New York, is it not?" de- 
anded Mr. Moss. Witness replied af- 
firmatively. 

George M. Hayes, civil engineer and 
member of the 'L'oslevin-Hayes Fire- 
Proof Construction Company, testified 
that liis concern had a petition twice 
before the board of building relating to 
building that they wnnted to do the 
fire-proofing in, and were twice flatly 
refused. He said he discussed tin- re- 
jection of the proposition with John 
Dooner. superintendent of buildings of 
the borough of Manhattan. He testified 
that Dooner said be wanted some tests. 
Witness had replied that there had been 
many tests made, and the records of the 
building department would show them. 
Dooner replied: "Oh, I am not talking 
about tests; go and see Con Daly. If 
you agree on terms with him. you will 
be able to do lots of business and have 
no trouble." 

" Is it. not a fact," asked Mr. Moss, 
that builders hardly know how to do 
business in New York city to-day on ac- 
count of the exactions and demands that 
made upon them by officials';" Mr. 
Hayes said that as far as he himself was 
concerned he was "practically ruled 
out.'' 

"Somehow you don't meet the require- 
ments?" ventured Mr. Moss. "I won't 
say what is the reason," said the witness, 
tersely. 

William P. Tostevan, partner of Mr. 
Hayes, told of an interview with Con. 
Daly. Mr. Tostevan said he found Daly 
" in his gin mill " in September, 1898. 
Daly wanted Tostevan to give him 
$2,000 worth of paid-nil' stock and make 
him a director in the company to "make 
things right." Mr. Tostevan said he 
had promised to call and see Daly later, 
but had not done so.

And Samoa 



Accuse British of Trying to In- 
volve Them With United 
States. 



Her Conduct Inexplicable Ex- 
cept Scheme Be Control 
of Islands.

Loudon, April 8.— The unravelling of 
the Samoan entanglement is followed 
wiUi interest here, especially In colonial 
circles. Germany's " obstinacy," as her 
attitude is termed here, from the begin- 
ning of the troubles is regarded as " in- 
oouiprc licnsiblc," and is said to be only 
explained by a desire to set the upper 
hand in the islands. This view is ex- 
pressed by n colonial expert, who,, writ- 
ing to the Morning Post, says: 

" For nome reasons, never yet ex- 
plained, Germany regards Samoa as an 
import a nt link in her foreign policy. 
Rather than give up Samoa the Germans 
would go to war. No doubt Germany 
has not forgotten what a prize Heligo- 
land has proved, and the German chan- 
cellor possibly anticipates a more im- 
portant deal if he can only get possession 
of Samoa." 

The newspapers point to the growing 
importance of Samoa to New Zealand, 
and the significance of the hitter's offer 
to send volunteers to Samoa. 

The Spectator, which thinks that "pre- 
posterous importance" has been given the 
whole affair, says: "Great Britain only 
needs a coding station, if she needs that. 
But wo must vigorously support Ameri- 
can claims, and the business will be 
tedious and expensive." 

Berlin, April 8.— Both Mr. White, the 
United States ambassador, and the Brit- 
ish ambassador, Sir Frank Lascelles, 
conferred with Baron von Buelow to-day 
with reference to the latest Samoan de- 
velopments. The German government 
earnestly urges the speedy appointment 
and despatch of the commission, so as to 
prevent further difficulties. 

A foreign otlice official, empowered to 
speak for the government, tells the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press that 
the action of the Americans and British 
is in clear violation of the Samoan act; 
that Germany intends to adhere to this 
view; that she considers the now gov- 
ernment of Samoa illegal, and that she 
has so instructed her ambassadors at 
Washington and London. 

This question continues to hold the 
attention of the public, the newspapers 
being filled with despatches and com- 
ments on the subject. The Emperor 
kas devoted much time to it, and has 
conferred several times on the subject 
with the minister of foreign affairs. It 
is interesting to note that German dis- 
trust and dissatisfaction at the latest 
events are almost entirely aimed at Great 
Britain. 

The delay of Great Britain in accept- 
ing the proposals for a settlement of the 
difficulty, which United States Ambassa- 
dor White attributed mainly to the ab- 
sence of the Marquis of Salisbury from 
London, is generally interpreted in Ger- 
many as showing distinctly unfriendly 
motives on the part of Great Britain. 
The press comment is in the same key, 
but naturally more outspoken. In a 
lengthy article the Kreuz Zeitung 
charges Great Britain with bad faith in 
the whole matter, alleging that she is 
" trying for her own selfish motives to 
entangle the United States in hostility 
with all the Continental powers, and at 
the same time drag her into a policy of 
expansion." 

The article concludes: " We say all 
this regretfully. An honest entente with 
Great Britain would he an undeniable 
advantage. But perhaps it is well thus 
early to be effectually undeceived, as it 
may spare us later and more painful sur- 
prises." 

The Boersen Courier says the reason 
of Great Britain's delay in assenting to 
Germany's proposals was founded on her 
desire to continue, with the aid of the 
United States, her policy of " spiting 
Germany," and claims to find proof of 
this attitude in the London press, which 
it accuses of resuming its old tactics of 
" slandering Germany and breeding 
trouble between the United States and 
Germany."' 



A BUTCHER SYNDICATE. 

New York Kaising Half a Million to 
Supply Canadians With Meat. 

Montreal, April 8- (Special)— The Con- 
sumers' Syndicate of New York is be- 
ing organized with a capital of SuOO.OOO, 
mostly subscribed in New York, for the 
purpose of engaging in the Canadian 
domestic anil foreign meat trade. 

The proposition is explained by John 
Bciser of this city, who represents the 
company here. The syndicate proposes 
to erect slaughter houses somewhere 
west of Toronto for the purpose of kill- 
ing American cattle for British trade 
and Canadian cattle for Canadian trade. 
Refrigerators with a capacity sufficient 
to contain any supply of moat which 
may be required will be erected at King- 
ston, Ottawa, Montreal and Quebec ami 
meat will be delivered in Montreal within 
24 hours of the time it Ls killed.

The miners are get 
ting secretive — the Dominion authori- 
ties will never know how much gold is 
taken out. They have been rocking at 
night this winter — melting snow to work 
with and using the water over and ov 
Of course only the rich dirt has been 
handled this way."

The 
famine In Iron, caused by urgent demand 
fur exceeding present supply, not only con- 
tinues lint has caused haste to stint forty- 
eight additional furnaces with an output 
estimated at 80,072 tons weekly. These are 
expected to Increase production this month 
and yet more In May and June, and some 
weakness lias been attributed to the pros- 
pect, but the price of grey forge has again 
advanced to J14.G0 at Pittsburg without 
change In other quotations. The demand 
for products ls HtiH enormous. Contracts 
for the East Uiver bridge covering 17.0OU 
tons have been placed at Pittsburg, and 
one covering six thousand tons for u New- 
ark building, besides one at Philadelphia 
for 8,000 tons ship plates, with many for 
bridge and other works and In pipes. New 
business is so great It forces a farther 
advance In prices, while parties are try- 
ing to consolidate. Tne Tlepubllc Iron and 
Steel Company will be the combination or 
Western bar mills. . The woollen manufac- 
turer does not yet appear to have benefited 
by recent consolidation and proposals, but 
goods of the finer grades are steady hi 
price with moderate orders, while medium 
and low grade goods tend In buyers' favor. 
The demand for a few kinds has covered 
the season, but makers of the large major- 
ity nre yet In need of orders. Sales of 
wool have but slightly increased, though 
more Inquiry Is reported with n better de- 
mand for some grades of goods. The cot- 
Ion mills have enjoyed a tine demand of 
lute and have held prices well, but strikes 
have now closed several large mill? about 
Providence anil Norwich growing out of 
Hie recent advance of wages, which the 
hands claim does not effect the full restora- 
tion promised. Meanwhile cotton has been 
weaker with better receipts la March and 
poor foreign demand. Wheat tins been 
fluctuating without much visible reason, 
rumors being contradictory as usual nt this 
season and commanding not much more 
confidence than usual. 

The exports from Atlantic ports for the 
week, Hour Included, have been 'J,074,70r> 
bushels, against 2,240,172 last year, In spite 
of reports Hie current receipts continue to 
exceed last year. The prospect for contin- 
uance of large exports of staples has not 
Improved within the past tea days. Fail- 
ures for the week have been 111 in the 
United States agnlnsl 232 last year, and 17 
In Canada ngnlnst last year.

KAMI YU-WIOI. 

'Hip presence in Victoria, of Kang Yu- 
Wei, the great Chinese reformer, is an 
incident of interest. A Cantonese of 
the tradesman class, this man has by his 
ability risen to be the comrade of the 
Emperor, and although now in exile has 
had the proud distinction of having 
given China an impetus on the road to 
progress and reform which will never be 
wholly lost, even though its operation 
may lie temporarily retarded. If he had 
•enjoyed the co-operation of a monarch 
with strength of character equal to the 
emergency, Kang might have been to 
China what the Marquis Ito was 
Japan- His opportunity may yet come. 

There is much in the career of this 
humble Cantonese boy which appeals to 
the imagination. We know the Canton- 
ese pretty well in Victoria, and would 
not look to that class to produce a man, 
who may inaugurate a new- era for 
humanity, for it is certain that if Kan 
plans succeed their effect will extend 
around the world. But his humble 
origin is no evidence that he does not 
possess the inspiration by which great 
movements are set on foot. Both Con- 
fucius and Lno-Tze, the great Chinese 
tenchorn, sprang from poverty. Never- 
theless the gap between the home of a 
tradesman and the imperial palace 
Pekiu is wide, and it is not surprising 
tibat only a few men out or the four 
hundred millions of China are able to 
c-ross it. By a singular coincident, 
K.uig's chief opponent, from whom he 
has sought refuge under the British flag, 
namely, the Dowager Empress of China, 
is also sprung from the lower classes. 
It is certainly an extraordinary thing 
Uiat the two leaders of this ancient em- 
pire, where family pedigrees have been 
preserved for centuries and the broadest 
soda! distinctions exist, should be on tin? 
one side an ex-slave girl, the champion 
of conservatism, and on the other a 
storekeeper's son, the champion of re- 
form. 

The movement which Kang Yu-Wei 
represents can hardly be kept long in 
Abeyance. He himself believes it to be 
cMsenfial to the permanency of the empire, 
which otherwise must fall in ruins under 
the influence or decay from within and 
Wows from without. His sympathies 
are pro-British, a fact which will of 
itself commend him and his views to the 
hearty interest of the British people. His 
visit to Great Britain can hardly fail to 
urouse interest in the affairs of China, 
and may perhaps lead to the adoption of 
* new line of policy.

That Mr. Robertson's relations with his 
fellow teachers are not cordial, that his 
qualifications anil claims on the score of 
service are no! equal to those of other 
available men, and that there is the ap- 
pearance of loo much sectional and po- 
litical favoritism about the appointment. 
Very excellent, reasons there are. 

The Columbian complains that. Van- 
couver lies too much pull nowadays with 
four representatives in the house and 
two in the government, die hitter hold- 
ing three out of four port folios. Our 
contemporary does liol do the subject 
full justice. Mr. Francis L. Carter- 
Cotton is Pinance-Miiiister-Cliief-Cnm- 
inissioner-of -Lands-and-Works-and-Mln- 
Ister-of-Agrieulture, and Mr. Joseph 
Martin is Attorney-General and Minister 
or Education. This gives these two gen 
t lemon live portfolios. 

The Nelson Tribune wants the uoliti 
eal gullotino used more freely and thinks 
the government can hardly hope to get 
along satisfactorily unless it is. We do 
not believe there is the least foundation 
for the allegation of the Tribune that the 
penhnnn! officials are not loyal to the 
administ ration. 

The Kamloops Standard thinks th 
people arc tired of politics and politicians 
ami that what British Columbia want 
is a British Columbia party. It was th- 
effort of Mr. Turner when in power t< 
develop what would be practically :i 
British Columbia party, although ii 
might not boar the name. Mr. Turner 
saw, as every observant man must see. 
that there is necessity of unity of effort 
if this great province is to he advanced 
to its proper place in an industrial 
sense. A strong Conservative in federal 
polities, he endeavored in the conduct of 
provincial affairs to gain the approval 
of the Liberals as well as Conservatives 
Although he opposed Sir Wilfrid Lour 
ier's party, he aimed at securing har- 
monious relations between Sir Wilfrid': 
government and that of the province. 
Whether we will ever have a British 
Columbia party under that name tuny 
be doubtful, but we want one in reality. 

The Times says that the editorial re- 
marks of the Colonist in regard to the 
new fishery regulations were misleading, 
Perhaps they were. The sentence ob- 
jected to was copied from a letter from 
Sir Louis Davis. As the full regulations 
were printed, no one need have been 
misled. 

The Globe thinks that Attorney-Gen- 
eral Martin is trying to stir up trouble. 
Whether he is trying or not, he is cer- 
tainly succeeding in a phenomenal de- 
gree. 

The Times waxes eloquent against 
those people who change their allegiance. 
There are upwards of n million people in 
the United States who were formerly 
British subjects and are now American 
citizens and there are in Canada many 
people who were once aliens and arc now- 
British subjects. As a rule these people 
will average about as high in good sense, 
honesty, patriotism and everything else 
that makes a man deserving of respect 
as those who criticize them.

New 
Bunswick i>[ the kind mentioned, In 
fact no one in New Brunswick thinks 
it unreasonable that the cabinet should 
meet, occasionally at places other than 
the capital. Bui no instance can he 
cited where the de facto leader or a 
New Brunswick govenmieul ever ex- 
pressed a wisli that all future meetings 
should bo held elsewhere than at the 
onpitnl. 

On several occasions recently con- 
temporaries have sneered at the refer- 
ences in these columns to New Bruns- 
wick political precedents. It so happens 
that the little province down by the sea 
has during the century and upwards of 
its history has been the sceuo of several 
acute political crises, and that any one 
who has familiarized himself with them 
can hardly rail to have a fair grounding 
in constitutional law. In no part of 
Canada was the struggle ror responsible 
government more prolonged or more 
ably contested, and by the way there is 
no more useful book on the subject than 
"Tfencty's Political Notes and Observa- 
tions," wherein the oldest newspaper 
man now living in Canada sets out. his 
recollections of this stirring period. Mr.

To some persons the suggestion thai 
faith is nn actual force which works 
according to laws just as other naturnl 
forces do. will seem almost sac-religious. 
They have been accustomed all their In- 
to associate faith with religious subject 
to deal with it; as something quite apart 
from every-dny matters, to regard it as 
entirely supernatural. Yet if we turn 
to the eleventh chapter of Hebrews we 
liml faith described as an instrument in 
tin- accomplishment of tilings of a very 
practical nature. The substance of the 
leaching of that chapter seems to be 
that the power therein described as faith, 
and alleged to lie "the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of things 
not seen," is a working force available 
oi men in every department of life. But 
it is not necessary to go to sacred writ 
for evidence on this point. We speak 
daily of men who make a wonderful 
record through what we call their faith 
in themselves. It, is historical that 
Napoleon was successful as long us he 
was inspired with faith in his destiny, 
ntiil that his downfall began when he, 
so to spenk, lost his grip on himself, and 
let doubt influence his actions. Nearly 
every person must recognize that there 
have been times in his life when he 
made a failure where, if lie had only had 
what, is often called the courage of his 
convictions and acted accordingly, suc- 
cess would have resulted. Indeed an 
honest review of the lessons taught by 
our own experience and observation, will 
show that in the great majority of cases 
success or failure have been due to faith 
or the lack of il. 

There is a school of philosophy which 
holds to the control of matter by mind 
and places no limit upon it. Holding 

that the Universe is dominated by a ology, at the desire of her father, she' de- 



divine intelligence, it considers man to be 
in the image of his Creator to the extent 
of possessing a share of this controlling 
influence. UnquesttonnOly Christ taught 
this. Faith so small as to bo comparable 
only to a mustard seed was said by tin;' 
Great Teacher to be equal to the achieve- 
ment of tremendous deeds. Faith was 
sufficient to make whole the sick. He 
dues not say that this means faith in 
some particular creed or doctrine or his- 
torical record. Referring ngaia to the 
examples cited in Hebrews, it is evident 
that the faith therein attributed to Noah, 
Abraham ami Moses could not he cred- 
ence in the dogmas of modern ecclesias- 
tics. Neither can it be held that when 
Christ said, "Woman, thy faith has made 
thee whole." He had in contemplation 
the so-called plan of salvation as evolved 
by theologians centuries after his death. 
In fact the Scriptural examples of faith 
become on investigation irreconcilable 
with any other theory than that they are 
the result of the operation of some forqe, 
:is regular and uniform in its workings 
as the force of gravity. In short: it may 
he maintained with reason that what the 
force of gravity is in the physical world, 
faith is in the moral or spiritual world. 
If this he so, then if Hie moral or sphv 
ittnil is superior to the physical, it fol 
lows I hut. there is nothing which faith 
ran not accomplish. 

The writer of Hebrews follows up his 
examples of" the use of this power by a 
exhortation to patience and right livin 
Patience must go with faith, for it must 
clearly he Impossible for the human 
mind to follow all the involutions of inei- 
dents surrounding nearly every event in 
our lives. We can rarely see the end 
from the beginning in anything which we 
undertake- An experienced and very 
successful business man once said that 
when he had acted according to his 
faith in business matters, his part of the 
work was done, and that he never con- 
cerned himself as to the results, having 
learned to accept these as beyond his 
control and often beyond his comprehen- 
sion. In the well-known phrase, he ran 
with patience the race set before him. 
It is told of President Lincoln that at 
one critical hour in the war of Secession, 
one of his commanders implored him for 
aid. To this the President replied: 
'•Stand still and see the salvation of 
Cuil." Then.' was some outcry at the 
time at. what was called the irreverence 
of this answer, hut it is of record 
that the last effort of which the govern- 
ment of the United States was at that 
time capable had been put forth, and 
that victory was plucked from what 
seemed certain disaster. The life of 
Lincoln shows that he was on more than 
one critical occasion upheld and inspired 
by sublime faith. 

If this idea of the existence of a pres- 
ent and ever-available force, which men 
can employ in their every-dny life, is cor 
root, then it. is worth cultivating above 
everything else. That its best results 
will come from its employment in eon 
section with right living is beyond a 
doubt. The more correct the life, the 
more ia harm ony it is with the law 
governing our being. But. by a correc 
life a career of maudlin sentimentality 
is not meant, neither is a weak life 
which develops only one side of our 
nature, A correct life is one that 
well rounded out, that recognizes the 
many-sidedness of human nature. It is 
sound philosophy that such a life in 
spired by faith must be successful 

So we may have an Englishman in the 
person of Cardnal Vaughan in St. Peter's 
chair after the decease of the present 
pontiff, which apparently is near at hand 
The only Englishman who has ever been 
Pope was Nicholas Breakspear, who 
took the title of Adrian IV. He ascend 
ed the pontifical chair in 1154 and oc- 
cupied it for a little less than live 
His reiga was marked by much vifjor.

On 
Lhe continent he did much to strengthen 
the political power of the holy see.

A lnrfrc 
plnte of soup and a piece of bread costs 
two cents, while a help of stew and n 
dlsli of pudding may be had for the same 
price, so that for six cents a three-course 
menl of soup, meat and dessert Is obtain- 
able. Ileef tea Is furnished for sick peo- 
ple, and In the morning coffee and bread 
are supplied for two cents. Food can be 
purchased nt the counter nnd taken homo, 
a prlvllego of which many families avail 
themselves. The cost of Btnrtlng Success 
House wns only J200.

BOSCOWITZ-WARREN. 

Terms of Settlement of the Done rend- 
ing Case— How It Aoaa. 

After litigation extending over ten 
years, with occasional lulls, the diffi- 
culties between Capt. ,T. D. Warren and 
Mr. Joseph Boseowitz have been finally 
settled out of court and some $155,000, 
which has been in the hands of the court 
since the United States paid the claims of 
the scalers has been divided. This now 
famous case which first came before the 
courts in 1889 can be traced to the seiz- 
ures in Hehring sea, when five of Capt. 
.7. D. Warren's schooners were taken 
by United States revenue cutters and 
towed into Alaskan ports where they 
were allowed to rot. Mr. Boseowitz, 
who was interested in some way in the 
schooners, seized and sold the steamer 
Barbara Boseowitz to secure his inter- 
est. Action was then brought against 
Mr. Boseowitz by Mrs. Warren and 
Thomas II. Cooper to secure the return 
of the steamer. -Mr. Boseowitz counter- 
claimed and all the accounts between 
Captain Warren and Sir. Boseowitz 
were gone into, with the result, nfter the 
case had been before every court of the 
land, that Mr. Boseowitz was awarded 
.$50,000, which, however, was not to 
be paid until the claims of the creditors 
of the Warren estate had boon satisfied. 
Then followed an order that any award 
of damages that might be made in rc 
spect to the seizures should be paid into 
court. This was done when the United 
States paid the sealers' claims, something

The Church Crisis. 



Arguments of Those Opposed 
to Certain High Church 
Practices. 



The Bishop of Carlisle, In a letter to his 
diocese, writes as follows;— "That the Eng- 
lish Church la passing through 11 crisis 
greater than any the present generation 
has known In beyond dispute. It is, how- 
ever, easy In lime of panic to exaggerate 
the extent of the evil against which com- 
plaint is made." 

The Archbishops of Canterbury and York 
intend to near the arguments In certain 
ritual casus' which have been referred to 
them by the diocesan LSIshops at Lambeth 
Palace, beginning on Monday, May 8, at 
10 o'clock. The Archbishops will sit In the 
old Guard-room, which Is very limited in 
point of space, though preferable In point 
of light mid air to the library, where the 
trial of the Ulsbop of Lincoln was held. 
There will probably not be room for more 
than 100 of the general public. 

The Archbishop of York refers In the 
York Diocesan Magazine to the new Court 
for the Interpretation of rubrics. His 
Grace makes the important statement, 
which has not before been made officially, 
that tho laity are to be heard as well as 
tha clergy. 

Sir William V, Harcourt writes to the 
Times a long letter from which the follow- 
ing extract is made:— 

At last we have confltentes reos. The 
Romanizing caucus has gathered Its forces 
In tho Grafton Gallery, St. Paul's, and the 
Cannon-street Hotel. The rebellion has 
been formally announced and ecclesiastical 
anarchy proclaimed with all solemnity. 
The Archbishops nre menaced, the law ts 
defied, and every priest is henceforth to be 
his own Tope. The meeting of the 200 nf 
Holborn Town hall was only a preliminary 
skirmish. Lord Halifax, the ecclesiastical 
Jack Cade, reserved himself for greater 
things. I know not If Oanon Gore will de- 
clare himself absolutely tinconsclous of Can- 
non-street Hotel. It 's a great thing gam- 
ed to have forced these gentlemen Into the 
open. Those who havfc paid any attention 
to these matters have long been well ac- 
quainted with the nature and extent of 
this lawless conspiracy. But It suited the 
purpose of those whose duty 't was to deal 
with it, partly from sympathy, mostly from 
cowardice, to maintain or feign an Ignor- 
ance which absolved them from action. 
Tho blindness of the Galios of the Treas- 
ury ltench is conceivable, but that the 
ignorance of the Episcopate of the real 
condition of the Church which is under 
their charge Is as profound as they profess 
passes the limits of belief. 

However, there is now an cud of all this 
subterfuge. No man can now be beard to 
say that lawlessness in the Church Is a 
small affair or the work of a "few extreme 
men." It Is, on the . .mtrary, ns I have 
persistently maintained, the work of a 
powerful organization whose object is tho 
subversion of tho law of the national 
Church. In the face of the "statement 
of the English Church Union,'' set forth on 
authority, that Is a proposition which can- 
not nny longer be denied. Lord Halifax 
and his confederates have delivered us 
from the minimizing c-int of Episcopal ftlid 
ministerial optimism. The next step which 
Is necessary Is to publish far and wide 
the names of the beneficed clergy and 
others who hold their orders and prefer- 
ments under the law and are consenting 
and approving parties to this Impudent man 
Ifesto. There will be some— possibly not a 
few— Who will repudiate such proceedings, 
as I read that Canon Sanderson has done 
at Brighton last week. But those who 
continue members of the English Church 
Union must be taken to be responsible ror 
Its official action, and It Is high time thai 
the public should know who and what 
manner of men they ere. 

Of that outrageous document, which Is 
dignified with the title of a "statement," 
It. Is difficult to speak seriously. That set 
of men should gravely attempt to persuade 
the English laity that no change was ef- 
fected at the Reformation In the adminis- 
tration of the Church beyond the exclusion 
of the Papal authority— that the Crown 
and Parliament since the time of Henry 
VIII. have claimed nnd exercised no author- 
ity or Jnrlsdlctlon over the Natlonnl Church 
other thnn that which was used by their 
predecessors— Is an historical impertinence 
which It would be an insult to the intel- 
ligence of your readers to wnste time In 
refuting. Every schoolboy (as Macaulay 
would hare said) knows that it was by the 
lay Conrts and the lay statutes from the 
date of the "Submlslon of the Clergy" that 



the work of the Reformation v.-as accom- 
plished aud maintained. But Lord Halifax 
not only falsities the history of the past 
but the facts of to-day, 

Mr. Wulter Walsh, writing to The Times 
on the spread of auricular confession In the 
Church of England, says:— On this subject 
many mistakes arlae through the different 
meanings given to the word "confession." 
I know no well-Instructed Protestant 
Churchman who objects to confession for 
the purpose of receiving what the Commu- 
nion service terms "comfort or counsel," 
or in order that "by tho ministry of God's 
Word"— which is very different from priest- 
ly absolution— "he may receive Uip benefit 
of absolution." All this may be done In 
the presence of third parlies, and does not 
Imply an exhaustive examination into all 
the sins of thought, word, or deed the peni- 
tent may recall by the efforts of his own 
memory aided by the questions of I he 
priest. What Protestant Churchmen nl>- 
ject to is the so-called Sacrament nf Pen- 
nnce as a thing of Divine origin. Instituted 
for the remission of tao eternal punishment 
due to sins. And here I may remark that, 
if this so-called Sacrament be of Dlrlne 
origin as the overwhelming majority of ; 
Ritualists teach, Its use must be morally i 
compulsory on all 'baptized Christians. If 
God has appointed this ns His regular chan- 
nel of forgiveness of sins, excepting only 
those cases where a priest cannot ho had, 
all sinners are bound to resort to it or risk 
the loss of their souls. And. on the other j 
hand, If the Sacrament of Penance Is not | 
of Divine origin It Is, for forgiveness of 
sins, of no use whatever to anybody. That 
Is no pait of Christianity which Is not j 
of Divine origin. At a secret meeting of 
the Society of the Holy Cross, hold on 
July 10, 1877, the late Rev. A. II. Mack- ! 
onochle, a leading fntner confessor, said 
that he agreed with the opinion "that for 
these who are in mortal sin there is no 
way generally of obtaining pardon sine in 
the Sacrament of Penance." (S.S.C., duly 
Chapter, 1877. p. i"l). Another Ritualist 
priest, the Rev. Richard Wllklus, wrote: 
"The man whe confesses to God lliny be 
forgiven; he who confesses to a priest 
must be forgiven" ("Six Plain Sermons." 
By Richard Wllklns, priest, p. 2H). I could 
easily multiply quotations equally strong 
and objectionable. The fact is that there 
is no essential difference between tho Rit- 
ualistic confessional and that of the Church 
of Rome. 

Bearing this in mind, it was Indeed 
startling ro rend in the dally papers a few 
weeks since a statement by a Brighton 
Ritualistic vicar to the effect that In his 
church 10,000 confessions were heard dur- 
ing the year 1S0S, and that at the lowest 
Harare he estimated (list 2-1, 000 confessions 
were heard In Brighton churches alone dur- 
ing the same year. From the -Jjnd official 
report for IStiS of the work carried on In 
that parish under the name of "S. George!* 
Mission," I Irarn that the number of eon- 
fesions heard in St. Peter's Church, Lon- 
don Docks, during 18D7 was 3,D00 (p. 2i>). ) 
This report gives statistics of confessions I 
heard In the same church from 18S7 to 181)3 I 
inclusive. They amount to no fewer than 
33, 840. What "kind of confessions were 
these? Is It unreasonable to suppose that i 
they were conducted on the lines of the 
books publicly sold by the Society of the i 
Holy Cross (of which the confessors are! 
members) under their alias of "A Commit- 
tee of Clergy"? One of these, the 1-lth | 
thousand of a revised edition, printed in 
1807, lies before me. it 1s entitled "Con- 1 
fesslon. Edited by a Committee of Clergy." 
The unrevlsed edition had a circulation 
of S,000 more at least. This shows the 
wide extent to which the abominable teach- 
ing has circulated which 1 inn now :il i 

to quote. The book was originally written 
for "little sinners of six-and-a-half or seven | 
years old" (unrevlsed edition, p. 13) j in Its 
present form it Is intended for both chil- 
dren and older people. Here arc :i few ex- 
tracts:— 

"It Is not only wrong, but foolish, to hide < 
;i sin from your confessor, however great nr 
however shameful It Is." (p. 5.) 

"ltut. It may be. you do not know how 
to tell what you have done, |t | s so bud. 
Well, say this to your confessor— say, s'ni- ' 
Idy. 'I have done very bad things, hut I do 
not know how to tell them,' lie will kind- 
ly help you; he will ask you questions." I 
(p. (!.) 

"To confess (I.e., lo a priest) and to i*. 
celve absolution Is the appointed means 
by which a sinner can bo again restored 
to the favor of God." (p. 13.) 

"Absolution may be obtained as soon as 
a person has attained the age of reason," 
I p. I."..) 

To help the penitent to confess in a pro- ! 
per manner, a list of questions for persons 
of both sexe.t Is printed In trils little boon, | 
a copy of which I enclose for your Inspec- 
tion. Those on page 27 nre so grossly inde- 
cent that I believe If any father holding 
High Church views knew that his wife, 
daughter, or sister, were to discuss thetfi- 
as is evidently expected— with a bachelor, 



or even married, priest in the confessional, 
he would be inclined to kick him out of 
ids house the next time he found him there. 
I do not say that he ought to kick him; I 
only affirm that he could not help doing 
so.' And, if he could only read the 111 thy 
dirty questions to be put to children and 
married women, at the discretion (or wan' 
of discretion) of the father confessor, ns 
printed in "The Priest In Absolution" own- 
ed by this self-same Society of the Holy 
Cross, the father's Indignation would be 
Increased tenfold. I do not affirm that 
every member of the S.S.C. posssesses 
"The Priest In Absolution." but I do as- 
sert that each member is a pledged father 
confessor, and that In that society alone 
there are neatly 400 of them who, by their 
membership, are actively supporting the 
confessional in Its most extravagant and 
objectionable form. 

Another little book still sold by the So- 
ciety of the Holy Cross, under Its alias of 
"A Committee of Clergy," Is "Pardon 
Through the Precious Blood." It has been 
on sale for a great many years, 30 at least, 
and I doubt not that It has circulated to 
the extent of more thou 100,000 copies. 
At page .'II of an edition printed 'a 1SUS, 
I read '•Twelve Rules for a General Confes- 
sion." Here are the first, sixth, and eighth 
ef the rules:-- 

"The more pain aad shame now. _tho 
greater reward aud tflory hereafter." 

"Neither any concealment of sins, which 
is the worst of sacrilege." 

"To be most explicit in those sins whVh 
it Is the greatest pain to own." 



VAUGIIAN MAY BE POPE. 

The English Cardinal Favorably Con- 
sidered as Successor to Leo XIII. 

Loudon, April 8. — The Rome corres- 
pondent o'i the Daily Mail says: "While 
the Pope's health has improved, few 
deny that his life is slowly ebbing away. 
The vicar-general of His Holiness, in an 
interview, said that in spite of the advice 
of his physicians, the Pope, if liis 
strength -will permit, will receive the 
sacred college on Tuesday to receive the 
congratulations of that body on the anni- 
versary of his coronation." 

Paris, April 8.— The London corres- 
pondent of the Matin says that the suc- 
cessor to Leo XIII will he Cardinal 
Vaughnn, Archbishop of Westminster. 

It is declared that His Eminence was 
approaclieij recently on the subject, but 
has not given his answer. The English 
Catholic circles arc assured that the elec- 
tion of the English prelate is certain. 

Germany is said to be the prime mover 
in this new movement. When the Kai- 
ser found it impossible to have his favor- 
ite cardinal named, lie is said to have 
turned in and worked for Cardinal 
Vaughan. Fully one-third of the Italian 
cardinals are said to be favorable to 
him. Three French members of the 
Sucred College ore also laboring to bring 
over the other French cardinals to .suit- 
port .Mgr. Vaughan.

Under date of the 25th ultimo, the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Fur Trade Review sends his paper 
the following -with respect to this 
season's Bearing Sea patrol, and sealing 
prospects generally: 

"The conditions under which the 
North Pacific and Behring Sea are to be 
patrolled this year differ materially from 
those of former seasons, and for this 
reason the treasury department is plan- 
ning a campaign of great activity. No 
fewer than six revenue cutters will be 
assigned to this work, including the 
Rush, Ferry, Corwin and Grant, which 
will spend the entire season in patrol 
service, and the Hear and McCttlloUgh, 
which will spend the closed season ill 
Behring Sea. These six cutters are now 
being repaired and fitted out for service, 
and will start north early in May to 
patrol the Pacific ocean, the entire fleet 
entering Behring Sea about August 1, 
at the beginning of the closed season. 

"The treasury department has inquired 
of the British foreign oflice as to how 
many British vessels will he contributed 
to co-operate with the American licet of 
revenue cutters, and while no otHcilll 
reply has yet been received, the state- 
ment is informally made that two 
three small warships will he detached 
from the British naval station at Ksqui 
malt for this purpose. 

"The peculiar provisions of the Davit 
act, which was not enforced last yeat 
owing to the necessity for withdrawing 
the revenue cutters for use in the Span- 
ish war, have necessitated the formula- 
tion of a new series of instructions to 
the commander of the patrolling fleet, 
and these are now in course of prepara- 
tion by Assistant Secretary Spaubling. 
who has succeeded Assistant Secretary 
Howell iu charge of customs matters 
since the latter was appointed a member 
of the hoard of general appraisers. Cap 
tain Shoemaker, of the revenue marine 
service, is co-operating in this work, to 
which Supervising Special Agent Chance 
is also giving attention. 

"The new instructions will call for 
rigorous examinations and prompt action 
in the way of seizure and confiscation in 
the case of aJI clearly defined violations 
of the law. Incidentally, it is reported 
that the department will utilize certain 
olOcials of the special agents' force 
investigate suspicious circumstances 
pointing to the ownership of sealing res 
sels by citizens of the United States, or 
by persons ' owing duty of obedi 
once to the laws of the United 
States,' such vessels Hying foreign 
Hags and clearing from Canadian 
ports. No confirmation of these report 
can he secured, and it is a question a 
to whether a vessel clearing from 
Canadian port and Hying the British 11a 
could be seized under the Davis act, even 
though she were chiefly owned in the 
United States. It is assumed that tinder 
such circumstances the American owner- 
ship would be carefully concealed, and 
could hardly be proven so coueltisivel 
as to justify a seizure. 

" This report is chiefly significant us 
showing the activity in the treasury de 
partment with relation to this matter, 
and the extent to which the officials are 
preparing to go in the protection of th 
seal herd. The failure of the joint high 
commission to arrive at a settlement o 
the Behring Sea controversy is chiefly r< 
sponsible for the vigorous fashion i 
which the subject is now being treated. 

"Another set of instructions about to 
he formulated by the treasury depart- 
ment will he addressed to Special Agent 
Clark and Judge on the Pribilof islands 
They will be similar in most respects to 
the instructions of last year, but will 
provide for much more effective work in 
tin- branding of the female pups and in 
the confinement on the islands of all 
male seals that are driven to the breed- 
ing grounds after the killables have been 
taken out. 

"In this connection the treasury de- 
partment has received the latest advices 
from the seal islands in the form of an 
interesting supplementary report pre- 
pared by Special Agent Morton since the 
death of Agent Murray, whose prelimin- 
ary report was briefly chronicled in these 
despatches, 

"The latest device adopted by the 
government to prevent the re-driving of 
seals anil also their capture by pelagic 
sealers, is the impounding of the 
bachelors, The construction of win- 
fences a round a large lagoon and around 
Webster lake, on St. Paul island, was 
completed late last July, says Mr. Mor- 
ion, and the seals were driven into the 
inclosures without dilllculiy, nml their 
confinement was attended with no results 
affecting their general health and condi- 
tion, so far as could be observed. Such 
confinement was not, however, of very 
long duration til any one time, as the 
fencing in some respects proved to be 
imperfect, and it was nol found practi- 
cable, for Miuil. of proper material, to 
make such alterations as the season's 
experience hud shown to be necessary. 

"Some of the larger seals succeeded in 
climbing over the panels; others found 
an exit in places underneath, while many 
of the younger animals forced their 
bodies through the lower meshes of the 
wire. The important object to be at- 
tained has Induced Mr. Morton to recom- 
mend such further expenditures of money 
by the department as may he necessary 
to complete and perfect the work. In 
his opinion, if the bachelor seals can 
be retained on the island during the 
months of August and Sept ember, u 



diminished stock at sea to meet the doj 
lminds of pelagic hunters must be the 
result. 

An additional consideration is found 
jff the fact that such seals tia are dis- 
missed from the sealing grounds and 
allowed to return to the sea are driven 
and re-driven many times during the 
season, and by their presence in large 
numbers on the field seriously retarded 
the work of segregation and selection by 
the sealers. The confinement of such 
iniuirtla will materially facilitate the pro- 
gress of the season's work. 

" Mr. Morton made a special study to 
determine practically the rate of the 
diminution of seal life, which he found 
to be evidenced in various ways: fust, 
by the olllcinl records of the killing 
showing a diminished catch of nearly 
3,UUU as compared with (he previous 
year; second, in the decided contraction 
of the rookery grounds and the decreased 
number of cows to the harem; thirJ, a 
noticeable decrease of idle bulls Oil and 
about the rookeries; ami fourth, by the 
results obtained from mi actual count 
of pups. In his opinion, it is evident 
that if the number of young seals horn 
on the islands each season can he deter- 
mined with reasonable accuracy, a reli- 
able basis may then he established for 
comparative estimates of the numerical 
condition of the herd from year to year. 
If counted at the proper time, an ap- 
proximately correct result is practicable, 
'• Professor Townscnd's counts were 
made in August on both islands, and 
these, compared with the counts made 
by him in previous years ami with others 
made under the direction of Dr. Jordan, 
show that in 1SU7 there was a decrease 
of II per cent, over the previous year, 
and during the past season a decrease of 
22 per cent, since 1807. 

" In concluding this feature of the re- 
port, Mr. Morton makes a comparison be- 
tween the size of the herd at the present 
time and during the period of its most 
flourishing condition, from 1870 to 1878. 
But for the pelagic sealing he declares 
that the killing annually of 100,000 male 
seals on the islands could have been car- 
ried on indefinitely anil without detri- 
ment to the future well-being of the 
fisheries. During the past season, how- 
ever, in which the utmost efforts of the 
sealers were put forth, a catch of less 
than 10,000 was obtained, when the 
available- supply became exhausted. Dur- 
ing the coining season Mr. Morton pre- 
dicts that the catch must bo yet smaller, 
and so on until the lease of the islands 
will be valueless. 

"The report pays a high compliment 
to the North American Commercial Com- 
pany, the present lessees of the islands, 
saying that they have complied with the 
lease iu every particular, and that there 
is not a shadow of distrust between the 
company or its employees and the treas- 
ury agents. Every demand made by the 
treasury agents for a change— and many 
such demands were made— was complied 
with willingly and cheerfully. Ample 
supplies of fuel, food and clothing, all of 
good quality and at reasonable rates, 
were lauded at the islands for the 
people's use and supplied as wanted on 
the written orders of the treasury agents, 
wiio will henceforth keep an "accurate 
account of every dollar expended on the 
islands. 

" Mr, Morton gives an interesting 
statement concerning the number of 
foxes trapped on the Pribilof islands 
during the season, making a total of 513, 
for which the natives were paid amounts 
ranging from SI to $5 each, netting them 
a total of $2,295. As food for the foxes 
was very scarce on the island of St. 
George, the carcasses of several hundred 
seals were transported from St. Paul; 
but in spite of this effort to supply food, 
it is Mr. Morton's opinion that this 
spring there will be a scarcity of susten- 
ance for these animals on St. George, 
where all the seals killed are required for 
the support of the natives. 

" Concerning the branding of seals, Mr. 
Morton quotes Mr. Murray as saying 
that it is a complete success, and may be 
resorted to annually with perfect safety 
so long as existing conditions require 
such measures. From those branded by 
Mr. Murray in 1800, two were killed iii 
l&Vt and the skins were sent to Wash- 
ington. Mr. Morton thinks that the 
appearance of the brands will amply 
demonstrate that neither hair nor fur 
will ever grow on sealskins after it has 
been burned by n red-hot iron. Before 
leaving St. Paul Mr. .Murray instructed 
Special Agent Judge to kill a few of the 
seals branded in 1897 and send their 
skins to the department for inspection."
